Only one telegraph line in 
Cuba is owned by a corporation. That 
is about fifty miles in length running 
from Havana to Batabano on. the

English corporat*on -whose lin«* are 
subsidized by the Snanisu government. 
In the province of Santiago the tele 
graph lines are now -under "control of 
the Dnited States.

Where To-Morrow Iti-clmi. 


Out in the Pacific Ocean, somewhere 


about midway between San Franci=co 
and Yokohama, is a place where to- 
morrow is born and the traveler skips 
from yesterday to tomorrow without 
being able to get a grip on today. One 
day is absolutely stolen out of his lifp, 
for if it be Tuesday on one side of 
the line, it is either Thursday or Tues- 
day repeated on the other.

POIOSI and Guanajuato, but on a mere 
reef of that greatest of fresh water 
seas. Lake Superior. 
Far famed as is 


the Lake Superior district lor its iron 
ore aad copper, its 
mines of these 


baser metals being the most ei.tens.nc- 
in the world, ii has been foigotten by 
all but a few of the older residents that 
only a quarter of a century ago the 
richest silver mine in the old or new 
worlds was operated under its waters. 
The story of its discovery, its develop- 
ment under the most trying conditions 
and against the power of all the ele^ 
ments, aud the final triumph of nature 
over man, affords a romantic chapter 
in the drama of real life equaling in 
apparent improbability 
some of the 


tales of Baron Munchausen, but all the 
details of which are verified by authen- 
tic records and the memories of men 
now living. 


In the excitement attending the op- 


ening of the pioneer copper mines of 
the Lake Superior country, then a 
wilderness, in the latter forties, a min- 
eral location was made on the north 
shore of the lake, off Thunder Cape, 
that natural fortress of granite which 


er. after »he 
in safety, though with a narrow escape 


j from a gale which rendered the Island 
dangerous fur both vessel and CTfcw. 
Heavy vrlbs of hrwed timber bolted to- 
gether wiih ii on rod* and nHeil 
rock, wer^ sunk ou thf more 
faies of the island. It was ijffess.ary 
to make moie ground than the i»l«-t 
afforded for mine buildings, and Ihe 
cribs were sunk several rods off shore, 
and a coffer dam constructed inside 
them, inclosing tht? outcrop of the vein 


had be*n unloaded ore with sulphur aad earbou. 
Kor (h« 


for the full length of ihe island, 
the dam was rendered water tight the 
water was pumped out and mining be- 
gun. 
All went well until lale ia Oc- 


tober, when a storm carried away all 
the rribbing exposed to it, and ihe cof- 
fer dam wa» ruined, thus flooding the 
workings, aud rendering ii imperative 
that the work be done ail over, and 
rapidly, else winter \\ould set in be- 
fore the mine was secured. 
The f-f- 


fons of Frue and his brave workmen 
were redoubled, and within less than 
a month the broken cribs were not on- 
ly replaced, but built of twice their 
former strength. 
A week later 
the 


vessel was sent away with the rock 
mined during the few weeks the men 
had been engaged with a band to hand 
struggle with the lake. Short as the 
time had been, the reward was a rich 
one, the cargo 
netting 
more than 


$100.000 above the smelting charges, 
and visions of wealth incalculable rose 
before the eyes of the Detroit capital- 
ists who owned the mine. 


A few days after the vessel sailed, 


and about the time when the bays and 
landlocked harbors were freezing over, 
a terrible storm arose. Again was the 
work of Frue and his men swept away, 
and when the storm abated the scene 


rises sheer fourteen hundred feet from 
of desolation would have disheartened 


the blue waters of the great lake. In- 
cluded in the location was a reef of 
rock, unnamed and nearly overlooked 
by the surveyors. 
A Canadian mining 


company held the ground for a quar- 
ter of a century, but in 1870 transferred 
the property to a Detroit corporation, 
which began a systematic exploration 
of its lands. 
Fortunately their agent, 


one Thomas Macfarlane, possessed the 
Scotch thoroughness, and among other 
explorations he set foot one calm day 
upon the nameless reef. 
NOW KNOWN AS SILVER ISLET. 


The little island was but 75 feet long, 


by 60 in width, rising but a few feet 
above the water on a calm day, and 
entirely submerged by the long swells 
from the east in stormy weather. Most 
men would have ignored it. for the 
islet was nearly a mile from the main- 
land, aad the most unpromising place 
imaginable for mining work. 
To the 


surprise of Macfarlaae, who was per- 
haps the first white man to set foot 
on that little speck of solid ground en- 
circled by the deep waters of the lake, 
a plainly defined vein carrying small 
nuggeti of silver was seen. 
Miners 


with drills, picks and blasting powder 
were transfer! efl to the reef on ihe 
first calm day following the discovery, 
and it took but little work by them to 
prove the existence of a bonanza upon 
that insignificant ridge of trap rock 
nonacle 


which exposed a few square feet of its 
stand. 


apex above the water. 
So small wss 


the island that the miners waded into 
the lake and followed the seam until 
the water grew too deep, picking nug- 
gets of virgin silver from the vein. 
Fhe tons of reck was secured l>\ this 
exploring party, much of it taken from 
under the water by miners working 
to their waists in the lake, the water 
of which is always intensely cold .even 
on the warmest summer day. The re- 
turns from the five tons of rock snip- 
ped to the smelter were far richer than 
had been dreamed, giving more than 
fl,200 to the ton. or sixty cents per 
pound, in re.'.ned silver. 


Encouraged by this result, the work 


of developing was begun m earnest, 
under perhaps the most novel and dis- 
couraging circumstances that have at- 
tended the making of a mine. 
It was 


necessary to shelter both mine and 
miners from the angry waters, which 
threatened to swallow them, and the 
mine was started not. by digging- into 
the ground, but by building a substan- 
tial crib or block house over the spot 
where it had been decided to sink a 
shaft. 
This was imperative for the 


safety of the workmen and also to 
keep the waves from dashing into the 
shaft on their passage over the islet. 
The crib was built very solidly, on the 
plan of a lighthouse, with accommo- 
dation for the miners in thp uppT 
part, above the billows of the lake. 
Ijnt not above the 
spray, which on 


stormy days blew over the top of the 
structure. 
Protected by this shelter 


a beginning was made and a shaft was 
svmk for some twenty fr-et. but be- 
tween the water perculating throusb 
the rock strata from the lake, but a 
few feet distant, and the water which 
found its way in from the surface dur- 
ing storms, despite all precautions, it 
was lound impossible to ptocecd with 
the primitive means at band, all the 
time of the men being taken in an un- 
equal battle with llie 
water which 


would fill Hie shaft. 
Thus matters 


stood until the autumn of 1S70, when 
Capt. William 
Frue, 
of 
Houghton, 


Jilich., an experienced miner and a man 
of bull log persistence, was put in 
charge. It required all bis ability anrl 
all his courage to conquor a foothold 
upon the reef. 
Capt. Frue brought 


with him from Hutlghton a larso sun- 
ply of mining timber, food, blasting 
powder and tools, with forty miners. 
It was realized that 
THE ISLET MUST RE ANCHORED 
if miners were ever to work safely un- 
der it, and work was begun and push- 
ed diligently on the armor plating of 
the reef. 
To the southeast the lake 


rolled for full two hundred miles wlth- 


less courageous men. 
Not only was 


the new cribbing destroyed, but the 
islet was covered with a mantle of ice. 
Cut off from all communication with 
their base of supplies at Houghton.and 
facing the 
numbing 
blasts blowing 


over two hundred miles of icy lake. 
Frue and his pioneers took up their 
task for the third time. 
The work 


could scarcely have been resumed un- 
der more trying conditions. Without 
further supplies of 
timber for their 


cribs and threatened by the waters nf 
the lake, the men cut timber from the 
mainland and rafted it across the half- 
frozen strait separating the islet from 
Thunder cape, whose crest loomed a 
quarter of a mile above them from the 
shore. 
Working on the unsheltered 


island 
the 
heroic 
treasure-hunters 


framed 
new 
cribs. 
sunk 
them. 


The vork 
was 
again made much 


stronger than before, and it was hoped 
the savage lake had been safely chain- 
ed. 
Mining was resumed in mid-win- 


ter and rapid progress made for sev- 
eral weeks, but, alas for their hopes. 
Early in March a howling wind from 
the east piled the billows higher and 
higher for two days, and on the sec- 
ond day the cribs gave way for the 
third time. 
Great blocks of ice were 


brought from bays far to the eastward 
an'l hurled against the cribs in a can-

in all deep mines with but a single 
shaft, there was danger to the miners 
underground, for in case of accident 
to the shaft, all chances of egress was 
destroyed. 
The underground galler- 


ies were carried under the bed of the 
lake, and a single careless blast might 
let in the water from above, to the 
destruction of all beneath it. 
Taken 


all in all. a job In the Silver Islet was 
not on which would be relished by 
most men. tut there was never any 
scarcity of workmen. The mine paid 
its men well, and there were rich 
pickings. 
It is a matter of principle 


with miners, the 
world over, that 


"specimens'1 belong to the man who 
finds them, and not to the employer. 
When the "specimen" happens to be 
a mass of native siher of two or three 
pounds weight the miner who secretes 
it runs no great rial: of missing a- col- 
lector willing to annex it, though the 
men who traded in "specimens" of sil- 
ver at the Silver Islet and at the cop- 
per mines on the southern shore of 
the lake never paid above half 
the 


market value of the metal purchased. 


The mine eventually reached a depth 


of over 1.200 feet, or 200 fathoms, to 
use the vernacular of the miners. 
!n 


certain of the upper slopes it was pos- 
sible to hear the rocks grinding against 
the bed of the lake in time of storm, 
so closely had the silver been followed 
to the danger line. 
It was estimated 


that 
nearly half a million 
dollars' 


worth of silver was contained in the 
upper levels of the mine so close to 
the bed of the lake that it would be 
dangerous to attempt its removal. The 
temptation was a strong one. and from 
time to time a little mining was done 
close to the danger line, but was usu- 
ally soon dropped. It was not a pleas- 
ant thing to think that, even though 
the silver was brightest and apparent- 
ly thickest there. 
ITS DECLINE AND ABANDONING. 


The largest year's production ever 


achieved was in 187", when 750,000 
ounces of silver, worth 11.32 per ounce, 
was leflned from the rocks taken from 
the mine. 
A single pocket of sixty 


tons yielded 
more 
than 
$100,000, 


and 
many 
smaller pockets yield- 


ed 
even 
more 
in 
proportion, 


some giving as high as $2 per pound, 
while masses of native metal were 
common. The mine produced, all told.

Huge ice blocks were thrown 


upon all parts oi the ihlet, imading the 
buildings and 
endangering life and 


llnib. For three days the storm last- 
ed, and during its height all attempts 
to piotect property were useless, and 
the men counted themsehes fortunate 
that life remained. 


Undaunted, the brave captain and his 


brave followers began the work anew 
when the waves abated. 
It was appar- 


ent that all 
previous 
fortifications 


-gaiust the elements had been mere 
child's play. The new work was of the 
most massive character, and required j 
many months to complete and a for- 
tune to build. A framed breakwater of 
square and hewed 
timber was con- 


strutted of five-fold strength, there be- 
ing five separate bulkheads,calked with 
hydraulic cement, bound with thrae- 
inch iron rods, and filled with fully 
10,000 tons of rock. With its base 20 
feet below the water, the cribbing rose 
an equal distance above the surface of 
the lake, and the work stood It stood, 
but the first storm threw the waters 
against it with such -violence that mil- 
lions of gallons passed over the crib- 
bing and partially flooded the mine 
once more. 
Another coffer dam was 


built and the mine shaft protected with 
a cribbing made watertight with hy- 
draulic cement. 
The woik was costly 


aud tedious but it was well done, and 
in that year, 1S71,

of silver was taken from the mine. The 
following year was unmarked by acci- 
dent, and the mine prospered highly, 
but during the equinoctial storms of 
1ST3, which were of unprecedented vio- 
Icnre, Oie bulwarks protecting the is- 
land were again conquered. 
Part of 


the cribbing stood, but the damage was 
very great, the invasion of the waters 
undermining a portion of the made 
ground and demolishing a number of 
the mine buildings. Gteat holes were 
torn in the shaft 
house and engine- 


house by rocks thrown by the waves 
with incredible foroe, and no beleag- 
ured city was ever bombarded with 
more violence and under more threat- 
ening aspect than was this little col- 
ony placed on a reef in the waters 
Tlie machinery was 
disabled, and a 


large pan of the coal supply washed 
oft" the islet by the waves. The pumps 
stopped, and it was with great diflic'il 
ty that the mine was kept from filling 
with water. 
So trying was this 


a trifle more than $3,600.000 worth of 
silver during the period of its activity. 
The profits were great, but would have 
been many times as large but for the 
unusual location of the mine and the 
constant fight against the elements. 
A few years of unusually heavy expen- 
ditures wiped out the surplus of tbe 
company. 
Dividends had been paid 


too- rapidly, and there was nothing le't 
in the strong box for emergencies. The 
owners disliked paying an assessment 
to perform work that was vital to the 
mine's future, and it was decided to 
unload on the English public, which 
.t that time, 1S34, was buying mines 
xtensively in this country. 
The ap- 


arent certainty that the mine -svouhl 
,e sold at a big price so impressed the 
wners that the management forgot to 
end supplies to the islet that autumn, 
'he superintendent became discourag- 
'd fuel ran short and eventually dis- 
ip'peared. 
The pumps stopped, the 


mine filled with water, and to complete 
he ill-fortune a big storm again at- 
.acked the islet and did great damage. 
Old miners say there is millions of sil- 
•er still there, but it will take a mil- 
ion dollars to start work again prop- 
erly, and 
capital is afraid of silver 


mines now,

peated seven times. After the stem 
had been dropped several times gas 
cauie from the well and then the well 
commenced to fiii up with oil. Large 
quantities of paraih'ne. which it is sup- 
posed fills up the crevices, was soon 
pumped ont. This is a bis: advantage, 
as nitrd-prlycerini-. it is aaiu, blows 
the paraffins into the crevices. The 
•well is wow pumping iike a new well. 


The experiment will uo doubt be

Songs expressive of the gentle emo- 


tions or which sought to reach the 
mysterious supernatural powers had 
fiowingorbreathing aspirate syllables, 
as "'he-ha, hi, a-he, a-hi." In court- 
ship the lover breathed his sentiments 
in sighing vocables: "Hi-dha, lio, ha. 
hi-a he-ha he! lii-a-be!" ]STo words 
interpreted the funeral song, breath- 
ing vocables alone carried the voice: 
"1-ah dha-ha ah-i,'dha-he ah-ha ha- 
ah." When the Indian wished to rep- 
resent action and power in songs de- 
scriptive of strength and valor, or 
when warlike feeli ng was to be excited 
he used the explosive syllables: "Ta, 
vi, yii yaw." as in the Mi-ka-thi songs.

Resident* of 
Arizona Alarmed O«er 


Phenomenon in Their Territory. 


The wells in parts of Arizona have 


recently become producers of hot water 
and apprehension 13 felt by many of 
the residents of the region affected that 
they are about to become participants 
in a grand volcanic drama. In some of 
the wells the temperature of the water 
rose twenty degrees in a single night. 
In a few the phenomenon disappeared 
soon after its appearance. 
In a major- 


ity of cases, however, the wells fairly 
steam from their newly ^acquired heat. 
The first known of this curious state cf 
affairs was a report that the wells at 
Marieopa. on the Southern Pacific rail- 
road, thirty miles south of Phoenix, 
had suddenly become hot 
It was four 


days thereafter that the phenomenon 
first was noticed a dozen miles west of 
that city. A test at one well showed 
a temperature of nearly 100 degrees. 
No difference is noted in wells in the 
immediate vicinity of. Phoenix. 
The 


line of subterranean heat wave follows 
the general direction of the Sierra 
BstreZla mountains, a volcanic chain 
lying immediately south of the Gila 
river. Thence it appears to continue 
on in the direction of 
the 
Harq.ua 


Hala mountains, near which 
are 
a 


number of large ami modern volcanic 
cones and hills of drifted volcanic ash. 
Further to the east the lava flows are 
so geologically modern as to have over- 
whelmed in a number of olaces the cluT 
dwellings of the ancients.

WINGS ON THESE BULLETS. 


Kouiry Motlou to H«i Given In Smooth 


Bar** Wlrhaat Rldlnff. 


The usual way of imparting a rotary 


motion to a bullet, and thereby mak- 
ing it steer a true course through the 
air. is to make it smooth and to fire 
it from a rifled barrel. 
Martin 3. Cal- 


vert, an Englishman, proposes to try 
to attain the same end by making the 
bore smooth and putting wings to the 
shot. 
These wings He close against 


the bullet until it leaves the muzzle. 
Then they expand, and, by their action 
on the air, produce the necessary rota- 
tion of the shot. 
The inventor claims 


that he secures many advantages over 
the system- at-present la vogue. 
One 


is higher speed, and therefore harder 
hitting, because there is less friction 
in the gun barrel, but he appears to 
take no account of the friction between 
the wings and the air after the gun 
barrel has been deserted by the bullet. 
Other advantages claimed are that hia 
system keeps the gun cooler, gives it 
less recoil, and makes the trajectory 
much flatter tor any given range, and 
also enables shorter, and, therefore, 
lighter guns to be used. He also claims 
increased range for the winged shot, 
partly on account of the higher muzzle 
velocity which they attain, and partly 
because the wings support the weight 
of the projectile to some extent while 
it is moving through the air. 
The in- 


vention is applicable to guns of all 
sizes, from small bore fowling pieces 
to the heaviest cannon, and for all 
kinds of shot, including grape 
and 


canister. 
Any form of explosive or- 


dinarily employed can be used, but the 
inventor prefers cordite. 
The winged 


shot can be very easily made, 
and 


could he turned out by plants already 
existing.

During the 
last half dozen years the rate upon 
deposits with the government or in the 
chartered banks has steadily dropped, 
until now it is practically down to 2Vi 
per cent, for that is the rate which 
the government has given notice will 
hereafter be paid upon deposits in tne 
government 
and 
postoffice savings 


banks. A silimar reduction of the part 
of the banks will immediately follow, 
with the result that the incomes de- 
rived by these Investors upon what, in 
the majority of cases, are the fruits 
of small savings, will be further cut 
down. 


The rate of interest, like the rate 


of wages or 
The price of goods, is 


principally icgulated by the law of sup- 
ply and demand: and the failing of 
the rate generally during the past ten 
years is due to changed conditions. 
However, when the Canadian govein- 
ment last spring; announced the fur- 
ther reduction on the rate on the peo- 
ple's savings, a special reason was as- 
signed. 
It was stated that the pur- 


pose was to enable the banks and finan- 
cial institutions to lower the rate all 
around, and so give cheaper capital to 
the commerce and manufacturing of 
the country. No doubt this desirable 
end will to some extent be furthered 
thereby, but this reason seems to be 
based upon the assumption thet to en- 
able the banks to charge borrowers 
less they must compel lenders to take 
less also; that is the benefit extended 
to the commercial borrower, must be 
at the expense of the depositor. When 
one looks 01 er the rate of dividends 
paid by most of the banks, and finds 
that they tange from eight 
up to 


twelve per cent, it would appear that 
the banks could well have afforded to 
loan av. a lower rate and still earned a 
fair profit for the shareholders. 


Fijian Fire Ceremony. 


Two^N'ew Zealand medical men. Drs. 


Hocken and Colquhoun, recently vis- 
ited Fiji, where they had an oppor- 
tunity of witnessing the now rare fire 
ceremony of the natives. It is so rare 
that the power is now confined to a 
single family living on an islet twenty 
miles from the Fijian metropolis. Su- 
va. 
These people are able to walk, 


nude and with bare feet, across the 
white-hot stonj pavement of a huge 
01 en. An attempt was made on this 
occasion to register the heat, but when 
the thermometer had been placed for 
a few seconds about five feet trom the 
oven, U had to be withdrawn, as the 
solder of the covering began to melt. 
The thermometer then registered 282 
degrees, and Dr Hocken estimates that 
the range was 01 er 400 degrees. 
The 


fire-walkers then approached, seven in 
number, and in single file walked leis- 
urely across and around the oven. 
Heaps of hibiscus leaves were thrown 
into the oven, causing clouds of steam, 
and upon the leaves and within the 
steam the names sat or stood. The 
men were carefully examined by the 
doctors, both before and after the cere- 
ony. The soles of their feet weie not 
thick or leathery, and were not in tha 
least blistered. The men showed no 
symptoms of distress and their pulse 
was unaffected. Preliminary tests fail- 
ed to show that thei e had been anv 
special 
preparation. 
Both doctors, 


while denving that $0.* w aa anj'Jiins; 
miraculous about the experiment, ex- 
pi essed themselves as unable to gnc 
any 
scientific 
explanation.— London

Terms 
were made whereby they were to re- 
main on the reservation at Fort Bovvie 
Four days later the chief and Ins band 
escaped and began further depreda- 
tions on the whites.

and the band was again captured. 


The territory of Arizona petitioned 


the government to have the Apaches 
moved to distant fields. After some 
time it was decided to send the old 
<hief and his band to Florida. They 
were closely guarded and were 
not 


allowed to leave the post on any pre- 
text. 


The warm climate of Florida and the 


close confinement in the fort killed off 
most of the band, and to prevent ex- 
termination the remainder of the band 
were removed to Fort Sill, Indian Ter- 
ritory.
